BUREAUS. AP, EUR AND PM DID NOT SUBMIT REPORTS. 

ARA - SHLAUDEMAN 

PERU - AMBASSADOR GARCIA BEDOYA CAME IN AS A COURTESY 
BEPORE LEAVING POR LIMA WHERE HE WILL BE ON HAND FOR 
CARL MAW'S MARCONA NEGOTIATIONS NEXT WEEK. I EXPRESSED 
MY INTEREST IN THE POSSIBILITY OF LESSENING TENSION 
THROUGH DIRECT CHILE AN-PF.RUVIAN CONTACTS. GARCIA BEDOYA 
SAID HE THOUGHT AN EARLY MEETING BETWEEN PINOCHET AND 
MORALES BERMUDEZ IS A DISTINCT POSSIBILITY. THE AMBASSADOR 
LATER TOLD LUIGI EINAUDI THAT THE SOVIET AIRCRAFT SALE 
MIGHT POSSIBLY YET BE TURNED OFP IF WE WERE TO DISPLAY A 
FORTHCOMING ATTITUDE ON THE PERUVIAN REQUIREMENT POR NEW 
AIRCRAFT. WE WILL OPFER TO CONSULT ON THE SUBJECT, 
ALTHOUGH THESOVIET TERMS ARE IMPOSSIBLE TO MATCH. 
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NONE SENT TODAY. 

EA - ARTHUR W. HUMMEL, JR. 

AMBASSADOR HAHM VISITS ON HIRC RESOLUTION. AMBASSADOR 
HAHM CALLED ON ME TO REGISTER THE ROKG'S DISSATISEACTION 
WITH THE HIRC RESOLUTION ON THE DMZ INCIDENT AND THE 
MYONGDONG SENTENCES. HE SAID THAT IF THE RESOLUTION 
PASSED THE ROKG WOULD VIEW IT AS "A MOST UNERIENDLY ACT" 
ON THE PART OP THE CONGRESS. HAHM SAID THAT WHILE THE 
ROKG UNDERSTANDS THE CONCEPT OP THE SEPARATION OF 
POWERS, COMING JUST BEPORE THE OPENING OF UNGA, THE 
RESOLUTION WOULD BE WIDELY INTERPRETED AS A SIGN OF A 
SERIOUS RIFT IN THE US-ROK RELATIONSHIP AND WOULD BE 
SEEN BY BOTH SOUTH AND NORTH KOREANS AS CONVEYING THE 
VIEW OP THE USG. WHEN HE ASKED WHETHER THE DEPARTMENT 
WOULD UNDERTAKE ANY STEPS TO HELP DEPEAT THE MEASURE, I 
TOLD HIM THE DEPARTMENT'S ABILITY TO INPLUENCE SUCH 
RESOLUTIONS WAS LIMITED. MOREOVER, THE ISSUE OP HUMAN 
RIGHTS AND THE SPECIPIC QUESTION OP THE MYONGDONG 
TRIAL ARE OF GREAT CONCERN TO MANY AMERICANS. THE BASIC 
PROBLEM WAS NOT THE RESOLUTION BUT THE SENTENCES WHICH 
GAVE RISE TO IT. 

VIETNAM UN MEMBERSHIP. JAPANESE COUNSELOR KURIYAMA SAW 
BOB MILLER THIS AFTERNOON TO ASK ABOUT THE U.S. POSITION 
ON VIETNAM'S UN MEMBERSHIP APPLICATION. MILLER SAID HE 
COULD NOT ANTICIPATE WHAT OUR POSITION WOULD BE. 
KURIYAMA PROBED PURTHER, SAYING JAPAN WOULD LIKE TO 
COORDINATE ON TACTICS. HE SUGGESTED, POR EXAMPLE, THE 
POSSIBILITY OP DEFERMENT. MILLER SUGGESTED THAT THE 
JAPANESE STAY IN TOUCH WITH USUN. 

MEETING WITH CO-LEADER OP RECENT STAFPDEL TO THE PRC. I 
MET WITH PAT HOLT OF THE SENATE FOREIGN RELATIONS COM- 
MITTEE, ONE OP THE CO-LEADERS OF THE STAFP DELEGATION 
WHICH RECENTLY RETURNED PROM THE PRC, TO GET HIS 
IMPRESSIONS OP THE VISIT. 
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NBA - ADOLPH DUBS, ACTING 

RAMCHAND JETHMALANI, A PROMINENT INDIAN JURIST AND OUT- 
SPOKEN CRITIC OF MRS. GANDHI'S EMERGENCY, HAS INFORMED 
THE NEW YORK TIMES THAT HE HAS BEEN GRANTED POLITICAL 
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ASYLUM IN THE US. IN RESPONDING TO ANY QUERIES WE ARE 
NOTING THAT WE CONSIDER APPLICATIONS EOR ASYLUM IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH OUR OBLIGATIONS UNDER "PROTOCOL RELATING 
TO THE STATUS OE REFUGEES." IN ACCORDANCE WITH STANDARD 
PROCEDURES, THE INS REQUESTED AN ADVISORY OPINION FROM THE 
DEPARTMENT AND THE DEPARTMENT AETER REVIEWING THE 
EACTS OE THE CASE ADVISED THE INS THAT JETHMALANI HAS 
STATED A CREDIBLE CASE EOR POLITICAL ASYLUM. 

EOLLOWING UP TIKKI HAUL'S MEETING WITH YOU ON AUGUST 25, 

THE ECONOMIC MINISTER CALLED ON ME TODAY TO PRESENT A NOTE 
SUGGESTING WAYS IN WHICH THE ECONOMIC AND COMMERCIAL 
SUBCOMMISSION MIGHT MORE ACTIVELY AND DEFECTIVELY PROMOTE 
TRADE BETWEEN THE TWO COUNTRIES. WE WILL BE LOOKING AT THE 
NOTE CAREEULLY TO DETERMINE WAYS IN WHICH WE CAN BE RE- 
SPONSIVE TO THE INDIANS' SUGGESTIONS.

TO THE MINIMUM NECESSARY TO MAKE THE TEXT BARELY 
ACCEPTABLE TO US. IN THE PARAGRAPH ON DEBT OUR CHANGES 
STRESSGUIDELINES EOR DEALING WITH ACUTE DEBT SERVICING 
CRISES SO AS TO RETURN THE LANGUAGE MORE CLOSELY TO THE 
UNCTAD IV RESOLUTION. IN THE PARAGRAPH ON PURCHASING 
POWER WE HAVE PROPOSED CONSIDERATION OF.BEGIN UNDERLINING. 
PROPOSALS..END UNDERLINING.. EOR PROTECTION OE PURCHASING 
POWER. THIS WOULD MAKE THE TEXT MORE NEARLY AN AGENDA 
ITEM THAN A COMMITMENT TO ADOPT SOME INDEXATION SCHEME 
WHICH IS, OF COURSE, THE G-I9 OBJECTIVE. PEREZ GUERRERO 
WILL BE MEETING WITH THE G-I9 EARLY NEXT WEEK AND WILL UN- 
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DOUBTEDLY HAVE HIS OWN CHANGES TO PROPOSE IN THE 
CANADIAN TEXT. THE G-8 WILL MEET IN PARIS NEXT THURSDAY 
AT WHICH TIME WE WILL HAVE THE G-I9 RESPONSE. OUR EXPEC- 
TATION IS THAT THE CIEC COMMISSION SESSIONS SCHEDULED EOR 
SEPTEMBER 13 WILL TAKE PLACE AS SCHEDULED. 

2. WE BELIEVE WE HAVE ARRIVED AT A SOLUTION TO THE 
PROBLEM OE AUSTRALIAN MEAT SHIPPED THROUGH THE PUERTO 
RICAN EOREIGN TRADE ZONE. THE AUSTRALIANS HAVE AGREED TO 
COUNT AGAINST THEIR RESTRAINT LEVEL ALL SUCH MEAT SHIPPED 
AETER SEPTEMBER 1. SUBJECT TO EINAL APPROVAL BY THE 
AUSTRALIAN GOVERNMENT WE EXPECT TO AMEND THE BILATERAL 
MEAT AGREEMENT WITH AUSTRALIA TO INCORPORATE THIS 
PROVISION. THIS ARRANGEMENT HOPEEULLY WILL GET US PAST 
THE NEXT EEW MONTHS, UNLESS THE PUERTO RICAN INTERESTS 
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TRY TO BLOCK THIS ARRANGEMENT THROUGH A LAWSUIT. OUR 
LAWYERS BELIEVE, HOWEVER, THAT SUCH A SUIT WOULD NOT BE 
LIKELY TO SUCCEED.
